In a memorandum to SAC, Chicago, dated - 
2/28/73, the writer noted that on 2/22/73, a Lincoln 
Continental, bearing 1973 Illinois license plate 

CC 13, and registered to CARL CHAMPAGNE, 1518 Nomal, 
River Forest, Illinois, had been observed parked in 
front of Luxor Baths, 2039 West North Avenue, Chicago. 
It was also stated that writer observed JOSEPH AIUPPA 
and CHAMPAGNE conversing in restaurant area of Luxor. 
CHAMPAGNE at that time was accompanied by a white male, 
who has now been identified as JOSEPH AMATO, 


AMATO is a man familiar to the FBI and 
to law enforcement officials dealing with organized ` 
‘crime in the Chicago area, He has a financial interest 
in the McHenry County Tobacco and Candy Company, located 
at 304 Lincoln, Fox River Grove, Illinois. Chicago Police 


Depa i files reflect 
that also has an 
interest in this enterprise, and is 


listed as an officer of McHenry County Tobacco and Candy 
Company. Chicago PD, Intelligence Division, files 
further reflect that JOSEPH AMATO has traveled to the 
southwest in the recent past to take part in golf 
tournaments, and has been seen at these tournaments 
accompanied by one or two celebrities. AMATO according 
to same police sources, also has a proprietary interest 
in Arrow Amusements, 306 Lincoln, Fox River Grove, er 
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The AMATO name has been associated in the 
past with well-known Chicago hoodlums, such as 
CHAR LES ENGLISH, with whom AMATO was supposed to 
be involved in a land ventu ty, 
Illinois. ANTHONY ACCARDO, LENNY 
PATRICK, and other top hoodlums have been rumored 
to be associated with AMATO in the past.

There were oth.r valuable antiques, and other figurines of value left 
untouched, all being in the same general area of the home as the above mentioned items. 
The master bedroom was also ransacked, however it a eared that only the drawers 
that did have valuables in them, such as, certain coins, etc, were opened. Her valuables 
in jewelery was all kept in shoe boxes and cases in the closet in the master bedroom, 
and all of the valuable jewelry was removed from there and. her jewelery box. I did 
observe many items of 14 Kt. gold that were left behind. The offender just removed 
the 18 kt jewelery, all being in the same contziners. Only the most ex ensive 
jewelery vas removed, ... e .

containers of soap from Marshall Field & Company.  Dusted one lid vith negative results, 
and dusted another líd and were able to develop several suitable prints but were unable 
to photograph them, due to a curvatrue on the lid. These items of two containers were 
emptied out, and they along with the Lid are being sent to the Maybrook Crime Lab for 
them to process the lid and also the cardboard structure of the containers. ‘They are ` 
being asked to process these items, and if any prints are suitable that they should 
photograph or lift them, which ever is more applicable, and file them for comparison 
at a later date. Å 

R/O's are also sending a liquid believed to be ammonia at this time, but possibly 
some other substance. This is being sent in a one gallon container to the Maybrook Crime 
Lab for analysis to determine the contents of ‘the said liquid. This liquid was used to 
put che family dog to sleep in order for the perpetraitors to commit'the crime. In 
reference to the shopping cart, we were unable to develop any prints suitable for 
comparison, it is believed that possibly the shopping cart was used to transport the 
merchandise from the outside door to the rear alley of the home. One 50 pound container 
of soap was found in the shopping cart, and the other 50 pound container was found stand- 
ing next to the shopping cart in the garage. It is mz that possibiy the perpetraitors 
may have Lifted the soap into the shopping cart. 

Any further information in reference to this incident will be the subject of

R/O first photographed teh point of entry being a door located 
on the south side of the house alongside the side drive leading 
to the garage. A second photo was taken of the pieces of the 
lock cylinder lying on the ground near the side deer. After 
photographing r/o collected the doorknob and pieces of cylinder 
so they might be sent to the crime lab for closer examination 
for any unique characteristics. | 

R/O also dusted around the point of entry with negative results. 
R/O then went to the upstairs master bedroom and began dusting. 
Nunerous items were dusted with negative results. However, two 
latents were found on a metal safe box and change bowl. The 
bedroom of the viotim-:: was in complete disarray. ` 

R/O then went to the daughters bedroom located to the south of 
the master bedroom.
